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BALLARDVALE 


This  village  was  named  for  Timothy  Ballard,  6th  in  descent 
from  William  (l)  Ballard,  one  of  the  original  grantees  of  the  tovm 
of  Andover,  Timothy  held  al";  the  privileges  along  the  Shav/shin  River, 
and  for  yeajps,  his    was  the  only  estate  in  this  section.     His  land 
was    rented  for  cattle  grazing.  He  owned  a  blacksmith  shop  and  a  cider 
mill,  and  at  his  home,     summer  boarders  from  the  city  v/ere  accomodated. 
He  built  the  mill  house  in  1790.     In  1803,  his  was  one  of  the  t?/o 
homes  in  the  village. 

In  i836,  the  building  boom  started,  for  in  that  year  a 
woolen  manufacturing  company  was  incorporated  at  Andover,  under  the 
name  of  the  Ballard  ^ale  Company.  Mr,  John  Mar land  was  treasurer  and 
agent  and  he  and  his  brother,  William  S,  -^'^ar land,  withdrew  from  the 
Marland  Mfg.  Co.  of  South  Parish,  They  bought  the  property  and  mill 
rights    formerly  ovmed  by  Timothy  Bal.^ard,  and  for  him,  they  named 
the  company  and  the  village^     Abraham  J,  Gould,-who  had  married  a  niece 
of  Timothy '  s  ,^ Mark  i^e-.TOian,  and  others,  were  connected  with  the  new 
organization.  They  manufactured  cotton  and  woolen  goods  and  experiment- 
ed with  silk,  introducing  mulberry  trees  into  the  Vale  for  the  culti- 
vation of  silk  worms. 

The  early    employees  of  the  mill  were  mainly  of  Scotch, English 
and  Irish    origin,  skilled    In  their  crafts.  Thrifty,  industrious  and 
ambitious,  they    were  soon  ov/ners  of  their  homes  and  striving  to  ed- 
ucate  their  children. 

This  brief  compilation  wil]  merely  serve  as  a  genealogical  link 
between  the  "old  country"     and  the  new.
